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BIG BATTLE 


IMPENDING 


Japanese and Russian Armies 


Are Massed on the Liao 


Tung Peninsula 


General Kuropatkin Must Meet Combined Forces 


of Generals Oku and Kuroki If He 


Cannot Prevent Their Juncture 


—Too Late to Retreat. 


TA TCHE KIAO, June 27, 2:43 a. m., 


(Between Kai Chou and Hai Cheng, Liao 
Tung peninsula).—A great battle seems 
to bo impending. A portion of the Rus- 
sian army has assumed tho 
offensive 


against the Japanese forces commanded 
by General Oku and it is rcported.that 
Gen. Kuroki is moving along the Rus- 
sian left flank against Hai Cheng. Ac- 
cording to a high placed personage Gen- 
Kuropatkin's array is strong enough to 
take the offensive and he presumably is 
anxious for a decisive action before tho 
rains begin. 


Sharp firing was heard in the hills yes- 


terday at daybreak and severe fijjhting 
is reported to me in progress near the 
village of Ton Chen. An officer who 
galloped in yesterday evening reported 
that the Russians wero gaining the up- 
per hand and driving back tho enemy. 
This, Jiowever, has not yet been confirm- 
ed. 


PREPARING FOR BATTLE. 


All day yesterday Russian troops were' 


hurrying southward fronr:Ta Tchc Kiao 
nnd as night fell battalions "were contin- 
uously moving out briskly to^the ac- 
companiment 
of their 
battle 
songs. 


'Clouds of dust hung over the-marching 
columns and tho chorus of the infantry 
singers, was occasionally, interrupted by 
the rattle and clang of'guns drawn at'a 
smart trot and followed by galloping 
squadrons of cavalry. It was a stirring 
spectacle to see the Russian army eager- 
ly, hastily, singing into battle. The old 
battle hymns last heard in the Balkans 
resounded an-.ong the hills and valleys 
as with bayonets glittering in the set- 
ting sun tlib regimental colorn were 
borne majestically forward. For hours 
after darkness foil over the scone one 
could still hear the rattle of moving 
guns, tho croaking of commissariat wag- 
ons and the tread of marching men, 
while occasionally, in piece of the war 
pongs of the- soldiers, homely melodies 
recounting 
th'o joys of 
village- 
life, 


which carried the minds of the men back 
to their distant homes in Russia, echoed 
through tho air. 


As this dispatch is filed, news has 


reached hero that Gen, Kuroki is march- 
ing upon Hai Cheng. 


There aro very many military attaches 


and newspaper correspondents here. 


FATE OF CAMPAIGN NEAR. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27, 1:50 p. 


m.—Not since the -\s-ar began has such 
an air of expectancy pervaded the war 
office and admiralty. The news receiv- 
ed during the next few days is expected 
largely to determine the fate 
of tho 


present campaign on land and sen. The 
spirits of the Russians have appreciably 
risen tit the prospect that after all, the 
sorties of the squadron of Rear Admiral 
\Vithoft, iu command of tho naval forces 
at Port Arthur, '.vhilo it may have re- 
sulted in the loss of some of the Rus- 
sian ships, has been successful. .A dis- 
patch from Che lroo this morning says 
that a Chinese junk reports, having seen 
two big Japanese warships and several 
torpedo boats damaged on Friday near 
Port Arthur. 
• This strengthens the belief here that 
a great sen. fight has occurred and that 
the 
Japanese, 
who alono are 
able 


through wireless telegraphy to be in 
constant communication with their btisc, 
are withholding tho news. If the Vladi- 
vostok squadron is nt sea. with the pur- 
pose of effecting a juncture, as is gen- 
erally believed, with the Port Arthur 
squadron, its- appearance on the scone 
could easily turn the scale in favor of 
tho Russians. 


Some unusually well informed person- 


ages at the war office are bold' enough 
to see in n report received this morning 
by the Bourse Gazette, of the hasty re- 
tirement of Gen. Oku, evidence that the 
Japanese fleet has suffered a reverse and 
that the communication of this intelli- 
gence to Gen. Oku with the nceompuny- 
ing threat- that his base'nt Pitsewo may 
be attacked, compelled his withdrawn!. 


BIG BATTLE IMMINENT. • 


All direct new* from the laad side in- 


dicates an immense and decisive battle 
near T.a Teho Kiao. According to the 
Associated Press advices last night Gen, 
Kuropatkin ia there, personally in com- 
mand. The presence of the military at- 
taches and newspaper correspondents is 
also significant. 


Kuropatkin's purpose 'seems to bo to 


try to prevent a juncture of Gen. Oku'a 
and Gen. Kuroki's armies. .The' outposts 
are in touch all along the line. If Kuro- 
ki has met Kuropatkin's. offensive move 
southward against Oku by an advance 
on Hai Chang, as the advices of tho As- 
sociated Press from TaTche Kiao say, 
the Russian commander in chief seems 
to be seriously endangered unless he re- 
tires or is strong enough to present two 
faces to the enemy. Kuroki was'Only 
fourteen miles from the Russian army 
yesterday, according to a dispr.tch from 
the front, and the three armies are so 
close together that a decisive battle ap- 
pears to be inevitable. 


JAPANESE FORTIFICATIONS. 


FENG WENG CHENG, June 26, via. 


Seoul, Korea, with Gen. Kuroki's nrmy 
in the field; (delayed in transmission).— 
A party of eighteen correspondents and 
military attaches has been conducted on 
a tour of the .main-Japanese works be- 
yond'headquarters.' It'was' seen that, 
the greatest care had been taken in 
building these works and that the at- 
taches remarked that the temporary de- 
fenses had been constructed with more 
pains than most European nrmies would 
take under 
similar circumstances. At 


Liao Yang, where it 
was hitherto 


thought the first meeting between the 
two armies in force would occur, the 
Russians have guns in position mounted 
on the city wall and trenches on the 
plain south of the city extending over 
an area of 180 degrees. These trenches 
are so constructed that they can be 
•flooded during tho rainy' season. Recent 
rains indicate the beginning of the wet 
st-ason when military, movements .upon 
a large scale will be greatly handicapped 
and perhaps rendered 
impossible, for 


several months or more. 


The Japanese are completing arrange- 


ments for transportation whereby facil- 
ities for the supplies of the army will be 
assured regardless of weather condi- 
tions. 


MAY DEFER BATTLE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27, 5:47 p. 


m.—The Japanese have evacuated Senu 
Chen, apparently with tho object of en- 
ticing General Kuropatkin 
south. In 


the meanwhile Gen. Kuroki is advancing 
on Hai Chen, ready to attack the Rus- 
sian 
left and is again moving troops 


north from Feng Wang Cheng. 


The result of the recent developments, 


it is believed by the general staff, will 
defer the prospects of a big battle. 


DISSENSIONS ARE RIFE 


Russian Officer Says Bickerings 


Exist From Leaders to 


Subalterns. 


TIEN TSIN, June 27.—A correspond- 


ent of the Associated Press has seen a 
translation of a private letter from an 
officer hifih in command under Gen, Ku- 
ropatkin to a brother officer giving a 
gloomy view of. the situation for Russia 
and making 'disclosures- The writer 
said: 


"It is a shame to sec officers constant- 


ly quarreling, divided into cliques and 
fighting for their own interests, until 
Japan, the common enemy, is forgotten. 
Every one, from the viceroy and Kuro- 
patkin to insignificant subalterns, ia 
quarreling and unwilling to obey orders. 
In the eyes of the correspondents nnd 
foreign attaches we are disgraced. Un- 
til the whole system is changed we can- 
not hope for victory. Jealousy nnd sus- 
picion arc rampant 
throughout /the 


ivliole army. 
' 
' 


Tlie members of our secret service are 


so busy spying on each other that they 
cnnnot apprehend the spies and Japanese 
agents who work with impunity. Japan 
seemingly knows every plan made by us, 
which accounts for many plans having 
been changed suddenly. Qur brave sol- 


diers go into battle like sheep to the 
shambles. No one'can question their 
loyalty but untilthey are properly offi- 
cered their loyalty'and zeal are wasted. 
Europe now knows we are a divided 
house and will profit accordingly. Those 
who have the welfare of the Russians at 
heart cannot help feeling that if Port 
Arthur .falls and Japan takes Liao Yang 
the powers will intervene, to our eternal 
disgrace."

Then the journey across 
Minnesota and down the' Red River val- 
ley is one of great interest fr^m a scen- 
ic and educational standpoint.

to Winnipeg, Manitoba, -and one sees a 
wonderful development of a wonderful 
country. 
, The city of Winnipeg is a very beau- 
tiful nnd progressive city of 70,000 in- 
habitants..

desperadoes from Chicago, Milwaukee 
and western cities, infest the village of 
Corliss, in fact all along the lines of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway. 
Of late it has become so bad that resi- 
dents of the growing town and surround- 
irig country are alarmed and in many in- 
stances terrorized.'

This class of citizens come in by'the' 


tens nnd twenties on freight trains; on. 
the blind of passenger-trains and often, 
hanging under the 
trucks. Oc trajni 


brought in fifteen, another ten, and|« 
third twelve, nil within two days. They; 
care nothing for law nnd order, defy the! 
brakemen- on trains and laugh at the; 
;owners of property when objections are 
made against depredations committed- \. 
; It is estimated that some days as 
high as 100 tramps and'ivorthless boys 
stop or pass through the village. They 
have despoiled gardens, robbed freight 
cars, broke into residences and stores, 
thrown coal at section men as trains 
pass, striking and injuring several, one 
section man being knocked down and 
rendered unconscious. 


. JAIL IS OVERFLOWING. 


Threats have been made to .kill people 


and so fearful arc the people of personal 
violence .that they^dare not -protest. 
Deputy Sheriff-. Torn Bnnmj- with: the as- 
sistance of a number of detectives have 
been busy rounding up the gang for 
more than two weeks. Saturday ten or 
twelve were brought in and yesterday 
seven more, while-previous to that there 
was another bunch. As a result the Ra- 
cine jail :is filled to overflowing, at least 
ton or twelve of the prisoners sleeping 
on the stone floors Saturday night and 
last night. Most of those from Corliss 
had been 'sent un for from five to. ten 
days and it burdens Sheriff Mutter, who 
is under contract with the county to 
take care of thcae law-breakers. 
, 


WORKHOUSE THE REMEDY. 


The officers of the Chicago, Milwaukee 


& St- Paul railway are determined that: 
their lines sb'all be freed from these fel- 
lows. ' It is claimed the reason theyin- 
iest'.that'road and Corliss is because it. is 
seven or eight miles from n city, with: 
plenty of country room to do as they 
please. 


While it may be all right to arrest 


and send them to jail for a few days, in 
the end it amounts to nothing, for they 
are back at the some tricks in a short 
time. What Racine county needs and 
should have is a work-house, a place 
where such undesirable persons can be 
sent for two and three months and com- 
pelled to work. In cities where work 
houses exist- tramiis are .-m uncommon 
thing. 


Deputy Sheriff Burns states that the 


reckless manner in which these boys and 
tramps flip trains ia something alarming. 
They place no value on their lives. When 
one is injured it creates an expense on 
the railway or county for doctor's bills 
and in many coses burial.

He was picked up on the 
brick pavement and died us he was car- 
ried inl.o the lobby of the building..Miss 
Alvord was shot in the neck and wrist 
but is not fatally hurt, it is reported, at 
Harper hospital.

TRAGEDY SOON ENSUES. 


' Miss Alvcrd drove up to the. Chamber 
of Commerce building in an' automobile 


• accompanied by a man. She -\vent to the 
eleventh floor and entering ;tho office o 
the life insurance company asked to have 
u private interview with Mr. Swaysc 
She- was shown into a small private of 
fice fronting <m the State street side o 
the building where Swnysc joined her 
shutting and locking the door. In a few 
moments tho other persons in tho oifici 
heard a struggle, then screams 
which 


were followed in quick succession b; 
several pistol 
shots. Manager McCal 


of tho agency, rushed against the doo 
of the private room 'and broke it open 
Miss Alvord was prostrate on the floor 
her hair disheveled, her waist torn and 
blood pouring from the wounds in-her 
neck and wrist. Through the open win 
dow Mr. McCall could see Swayse's hant 
clutching tho window ledge. Thuy wer 
in view lor 
only n moment. The: 


Swayse let go and his body went whirl 
ing through tho air. It hit several wire 
and turned over twice, striking on th 
face find chest. A bullet wound in hi 
nose showed that he had also shot him 
self before the fatal jump. There wa 
o. breath of life in tho body when it wa 
picked up and that flickered out befor 
it had been carried into the Chamber " 
Commerce lobby. 


Meanwhile physicians in the buildin 


had been summoned to the insurance o 
fice to attend Miss Alvord. They foun 
that her wounds are not fatal. 
TRIED TO HURL HER TO DEATH. 
Miss Alvord is an employe of a sew- 


ing machine company, but worked at the 
house of correc':ion when Swayse was 
assistant, 
superintendent 
there. 
Her 


home is said to be at Sagina\v, Mich. Oc- 
cupants of a building across the street 
from 
the Chamber o{ Commerce say 


that they heard agonizing screams from 
the Chamber of Commerce building and 
looking out saw Swayse attempt 
to 


thrown Miss Alvord out of the window. 
Her head and shoulders were across tho 
ledge and she was fighting desperately. 
Then the couple disappeared from tlio 
window and the shots rang out, followed 
by Swayse's mad plunge. 


A letter written by Swayse was found, 


which, it is said, explains the tragedy. 
It is alleged that the letter says that 
Miss Alvord and Swayse had been inti- 
mate; "that the intimacy was'responsible 
lor Swayse's losing his position at 'the 
house of correction, and that Mi»s Al- 
vord had been hounding him. 


INVEIGHS AGAINST WOMAN. 


The first letter of the two found in 


Swayse's pocket after 
tho fntal jump, 


was addressed to Mrs. Annie "E. Seeney, 
of Snginaw, Mich., warning her net to 
let her son marry Miss Alvord. It is

;cabiiwt. .Wm. H. Moody .of Massachu- 
setts' to be attorney general; Paul Mor- 
ton of Illinois, to be secretary of the 
navy; Victor H. Metcalf of California 
to be secretary.of commerce and labor. 


The resignations of Secretary Cortel- 


yoii and Attorney General Knox1 have 
been received and accepted to take effect 
July 1- 


It is expected that further 
changes 


will take place in the. cabinet next win- 
ter. Postmaster General Payne proba- 
bly will retire from the cabinet after the 
campaign. He will be succeeded by Na- 
tional Chairman Cortelyou. 


Secretary Moody will continue as a 


member of the cabinet only until the 
end of the present administration on the 
fourth of March next, when he will re- 
tire to enter 'upon the practice of law 
in Boston. It is quita likely that other 
changes will take place, even if Mr. 
Roosevelt should be elected president, 
but no authority exists noW on which to 
base a forecast of them.

regular semi-weekly meeting. After an 
exchange of congratulations the presi- 
dent and cabinet considered some imppr- 
tant public business.

PIONEER WOMETOF.COUNTY 


An B«««T Delivered at the • Baclne Hl«tl 


School Commencement Exercise*. 


. The following essay- on "The'Pioneer 
Women of Rhcine County" was delivered 
by.Miss. Zettie Sieb,' salutatarian at, the 
Racine High school commencement'' ex- 
ercises .Thursday evening: • . •

The conditions of pioneer life have a 


marked.effect upon.the character .of men 
and women. It develops theiringemu- 
.ty, sturdiness and-independence of char- 
acter. ' 
• ' 
• 
• 
' 
The-history of the pioneer women of 


Racine county is not written in books, 
but.it is written in the hearts and lives 
of their descendants. . The. home was 
the center of woman's life,-and from it 
her 
influence radiated. The . mother 


made the home .and she was known in 
the church for her devotion. 


The homes which these women came to 


rule over in the earliest days were rude 
log cabins about fourteen feet square, 
'surrounded by acres of well v/ooded land. 
They • were roofed with bark or clap- 
boards, they were some times fioorless. 
In place of window glass,. oiled paper 
was used. In regard to the furniture of 
such a cabin, it varied, in proportion to 
the' woman's inventive skill'. She made 
blankets and quilts serve as partitions, 
and 'these not infrequently did duty m 
guarding the "entrance.. Spinning wheels 
and looms held important 
places_ m 


many homes. Tables were improvised 
by placing several boards on two bar- 
rels. In the very early days we are told 
of instances where the door would be 
taken from its hinges and used at meal 
times as a table, after which it would be 
rchung. As • chairs, three legged stools 
were often used; in many instances the 
woman made comfortable chairs of bar- 
rels while hides, fastened with thongs, 
made a luxurious seat. The patient 
mother rocked her child in a cradle made 
of a huge piece of bark. In some homes, 
mingled with this, rude furniture were 
beautifully 
carved 
mahogany tables, 


quaint chairs and andirons, which the 
settlers brought with them from their 
former homes and which have been hand- 
ed down to us as-relics of colonial times. 
In the earliest pioneer 4ays, tho-houses 
were'usually heated by .fireplaces. 


In the absence of bakeries, all the bak- 


ing was done in the home. Tin, or large 
Dutch oven were used, -and. sometimes 
the. baking.was done in a skilled or a 
largo iron spider, coals being then placed 
on the top as well as the bottom. I 
heard a woman say she wished that she 
could again taste ' the 
delicious corn 


bread baked in a skillet.. In spite of 
the inconveniences, we have abundant 
proof that the pioneer women were good 
cooks. , . 
. 
Nature surely did her part for those 


early settlers, for she generously sup- 
plied them with gooseberries, wild plums, 
strawberries, 
huckleberries 
and 
wild 


crab apples. Berries and plums were 
preserved and apples and pumpkins were 
dried and hung on poles about the room. 
It is said that there was a fine huckle- 
berry patch in the region now included 
between Ninth and Twelfth streets. 


Very aoon after the settlers arrived, 


flocks of sheep were brought, and then 
began the manufacture of cloth.

Nearly every 
woman and child could knit. The cob- 
bler came to the home, supplied the 
family's needs and then went on to an- 
other home. When the tailor's sen-ices 
were demanded he also did the work in 
the home. 
The mother had to serve as nurse and 


doctor in these early days. The first 
year there was no catnip in Wisconsin 
to soothe the ailing child, the dandelion 
and other medicinal herbs were lacking, 
but the next year the sheep brought the 
seeds of these plants 
in their 
wooly 


'coats; then, there was enough and to 
spare. 
In addition to her household duties 


the mother of these'pioneer times often 
instructed her own children,. but soon 
schools were built and then she was 
somewhat relieved of the duty. 


•The hospitality of these early settlers 


is to bo admired. As new settlers came 
they were welcomed by the earlier in- 
habitants and with them shared 
the 


comforts of their home. When a travel- 
er did not reach his journey's end by 
nightfall, he did not fear that ho would 
have to wander in the forest all night; 
for he knew a welcome awaited him in 
the first cabin. The records speak of 
Capt. Blake's capacious log house which 
•was a landmark in the country. It was 
always open and the hospitality of the 
bost- and hostess gave it the appropriate 
name of "our house." Capt. Trow- 
bridge -was one of the first settlers of 
Dover. One of the pioneers teils us that 
his two story log house was a point in 
the traveler's journey, and he could 
scarcely remember a time in boyhood 
when "Capt. Trowbridgc's place" was 
not a familiar expression. 


The church in these early days was a 


place where woman's love, thought -and 
time were often centered. It took the 
place of the club and other societies of 
today. 
Aproof of woman's interest in 


the church is shown in the fact that of 
the twenty-one charter members of the 
First Presbyterian, church, twelve were 
women. In" the records o-f this church 
we read of the same loyalty to duty and 
faithfulness of effort which characteriz- 
ed the woman in the home. 


It is nearly seventy years ago aince 


the county was settled. It took cour- 
age and grit for the- women to leave 
their homes in tho cast and come into 
the forests and prairies of Racine coun- 
ty in those days. We who live in the 
Racine of today, with its modern con- 
veniences, it fine schools, good churches 
and comfortable 'homes, owe a debt of 
ijratitude to- tha faithful and devoted 
men,and women who settled this coun- 
ty.

or salts. These constituents vary be-; 
tween wide limits. Tht total solids of- 
inilk~may be .as low as 10 or as highu 
as 18 parts in 100. The fat varies in!, 
quantity more than any other part of 
the milk, running as low as 2 parts in! 
100 and as liigh as 7. The larger thai 
proportion of fat the richer the milk. ! 


Most of tie. states and many elite* 


have a legal standard for the composi- 
tion of milk, .pid any falling- below th!ir 
standard is legally regarded as adul-j 
terated, although It may be, In fact,; 
the pure natural product The laws 
usually require 3 or 3& per cent of fat 
and ^9'or 9% per cent of "solids not 
fat." The "total solids" required thu* 
vary: from 12 to 13 per cent, according 
to different laws, which means, of 
course, that in every 100 pounds of 
milk there must be 12 or 13 pounds of. 
solid matter. These legal requirement^ 
tire JuseSeil by the fact that it is tho' 
solid matter and not the 'water whicb, 
pves value to milk.—Farmers' Bulle-' 
aii 42.

take the offensive and he presumably is 
anxious for a decisive action before the 
xains begin. 


Sharp firing was heard in the hills yes- 


terday at daybreak and severe fighting 
is reported to me in progress near the 
village of Ton Chen. An officer who 
galloped in yesterday evening reported 
that the Russians were gaining the up- 
per hand and driving back the enemy. 
This, Jowever, has not yet been confirm- 
ed. 


PREPARING 1'QK BATTLE. 


All day yesterday liussian troops were' 


hurrying southward ' froj&Ta Tche Kiao 
•nd as night fell battalions were contin- 
uously moving out briskly to the ac- 
companiment 
of their battl/ songs, j 


'Clouds of dust hung over the marchin 
columns and the chorus of the infantry 
•ingers was occasionally interrupted b; 
the rattle and clang of guns drawn at o 
•mart trot and followed by 
squadrons of cavalry. It was a stirrinj 
spectacle to sec the Russian army eager 
ly, hastily, singing into battle. The old 
battle hymns last heard in the Balkans 
resounded among the hills and valleys 
ns with bayonets glittering in the set 
ting sun tlit- regimental colors were 
borne majestically forward.

near Ta Tche Kiao. According to the 
Associated Press advices last night Gen. 
Kuropatkin is there, personally in com- 
mand. The presence of the military at- 
taches and newspaper correspondents 'is 
also significant. 


Kuropatfcin's purpose 'seems to be to 


try to prevent a juncture of Gen..Oku'B 
and Gen. Kuroki's armies. The outposts 
are in touch all along the line.- If Kuro- 
ki has met Kuropatkin's. offensive move 
southward against Oku by an advance 
on Hai Chang, as the advices* of the' As 
sociated Press from TaTche Kiao say, 
the Russian commander in chief seems 
to.be seriously endangered unless he re- 
tires or is strong enough to present two 
faces to the enemy. Kuroki was only 
fourteen miles from the Russian army 
yesterday, according to a dispatch from 
the front, and the three armies are so 
closo together that » decisive battle ap- 
pears to be inevitable.

ing and it was evident she had sustained 
serious damage. Th«. Japanese ships sus- 
tained little damage. The torpedo boat 
destroyer Shirakiumo waa hit by a shell 
which fell in the cabin and killed three 
men and wounded three others.

I-BE SLAYER 
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Charles Swayse Shoots Woman 


Then Jumps From Eleventh 


Story Window. 


MISS ALVORD IS ALIVE 


She Snccesslnlly Resists Attempt 


by Assailant to Hurl Her 


to the Ground. 


WITNESSES DESCRIBE 


TflE AWFUL STRUGGLE 


Tragedy Caused by Man Threatening: 


1:o Expose Woman With Whom 


lie Had Been Intimate to 


ilev Fiance. 


DETROIT, June '24.—Chas. Swayse, 


employed by a life insurance company 
and former assistant superintendent of 
the Detroit house of correction today 
shot Miss Erne Alvord twice while the 
couple were locked in a private 
office 


in the company's suite on the eleventh 
iloor of the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing and then jumped from the window 
himself. He was picked up on the 
brick pavement and died as he was car- 
ried into the lobby of the building..Miss 
Alvord was shot in the neck and wrist, 
but is not fatally hurt, it is reported, at 
Harper hospital. 


TRAGEDY SOON ENSUES. 


' Miss Alvord drove up to the. Chamber 
of Commerce building in -an > automobile 
•accompanied by a man. She went to the 
eleventh floor and entering :the office of 
the life insurance company asked to have 
» private interview with Mr. Swayse. 
She was shown into a small private of- 
fice fronting <-n the State street side of 
the building where Swayse joined her 
shutting and locking the door. In a few 
momenta the other persons in the office 
heard a struggle, then screams which 
were followed in quick succession by 
several pisto'. shots. Manager McCall 
of the agency, rushed against the door 
of the private room 'and broke it open. 
Miss Alvord was prostrate on the floor, 
her hair disheveled, her waist torn and 
blood pouring from the wounds in-her 
neck and wrist. Through the open win- 
dow Mr. McCall could see Swayse's hand 
clutching the window ledge. They were 
in view for only a moment. Then 
Swayse let go and his- body went whirl- 
ing through the air. It hit several wires 
and tamed over twice, striking on the 
face tnd chest. A bullet wound in his 
nose showed that he had also shot him- 
self before the fatal jump. There was 
a breath of life in the body when it was 
picked up and that flickered but before 
it had been carried into the Chamber of 
Commerce lobby. 


Meanwhile physicians in "the building 


had been summoned to the insurance of- 
fice to attend Miss Alvord. They found 
that her wounds are not fatal. 
TRIED TO HURL HER TO DEATH. 
Miss Alvord is an employe of a sew- 


ing machine company, but worked at the 
house of correction when Swayse was 
assistant 
superintendent there. 
Her 


home is said to be at Saginaw, Mich. Oc- 
cupants of a building across the street 
from 
the Chamber of Commerce say 


that they heard agonizing screams from 
the Chamber of Commerce building and 
looking out saw Swayse attempt 
to 


thrown Miss Alvord out of the window. 
Her head and shoulders were across the 
ledge and she was fighting desperately. 
Then the couple disappeared from the 
window and the shots rang out, followed 
by Swayse'a mad plunge. 


A letter written by Swayse was found, 


which, it is said, explains the tragedy. 
It is alleged that the letter says that 
Miss Alvord and Swayse had been inti- 
mate; that the intimacy was responsible 
lor Swayse's losing his position at 'the 
house of correction, and that Miss Al- 
vord had been hounding him. 


INVEIGHS AGAINST WOMAN. 


The first letter of the two found in 


Bwayse's pocket after 
the fatal jump, 


•was addressed to Mrs. Annie E. Seeney, 
of Saginaw, Mich., warning her net to 
let her son marry Miss Alvord. It is 
dated June 20, and declares that when 
both Swayse nnd Miss Alvord were em- 
ployed at the house of correction, she 
"tempted him and he fell." It speaks of 
her wiles and treachery and calls her 
one of the most deceitfu?. of women 
"that ever disgraced the earth." 


Cwayse mentioned- his two young 


daughters and declares that his life had 
been blameless until the woman invited 
him to her room in the house of correc- 
tion. He declares that their intimacy 
continued until April of this year. 
Swayse says his home is broken as tha 
result of the intimacy with Miss Alvord. 
He then says that the woman has,told 
him that she is going to marry Mrs. 
Seency's son, George, and declares/jjiiit 
he-wants to "save your son from the 
disgrace I have suffered/' 
Hesmentjons 


Mr. Terry in the letter and says 'that 
Miss Alvord and he are canvassing the 
»tate in a buggy for a sewing machine 
company. 


Alvord to Swayse writtemwhile she was 
out in the state. It says ehe. expects 
"George" to send for her by the first of 
August, and tells of her success as -an 
agent. It says in conclusion: 


"I have not forgotten jyou'and never 


will, and we can always be friends." 


ENGAGED TO MR;; TERRY. - 


The man' with 
;whom Miss Alvord 


drove up to the building was J. B. Terry, 
an employe of the same sewing machine 
company that employes Miss Alvord. At 
Miss Alvord's boarding house cm Erskine 
street, it, was said' chat Miss Alvord'and 
Terry had been married several months. 
On the contrary, Miss Alvord sent word 
to the reporters through the physicains 
who dressed her wounds 'at the hospital, 
that she was not -married' to Terry, l>ut 
was engaged to.him. 


THREATENED TO EXPOSE HER. 
Yesterday - was the young woman's 


twenty-eighth birthday and she told 'the 
physician to tell the reporters that 
Swayse sent her a- telephone message 
that he was going to shoot , her as a 
birthday present. She said she went to 
Swayse's office-to break .with him. He. 
had been threatening, she .said, to 'write 
to the mother of her sweetheart and tell 
her that Miss Alvord was not the kind 
of a girl her son should marry. She says 
that she went to the office today-to tell 
him to go ahead with his letter if he 
pleased to do so and to finally break 
with him. 


Supt. McDonald of the house of cor- 


rection states this afternoon that it was 
the intimacy between Swayse and Miss; 
Alvord that caused him to 
discharge' 


them both. The intimacy, he said, grad 
xially grew while they were fellow em 
ployes at the institution and while Mis 
Alvord was visiting at Swayse's horn 
frequently as a friend of his wife's. 


It'is not certain that Swayse deliber 


ately jumped from the .eleventh, story 
window. It. is thought, by many tha 
when hii heard the*door of< the private 
office being .broken in,he climbed out, on 
the window sill and endeavored .to ,hang 
by his hands in a mad attempt to escape 
detection.

PIOSEER WOKEIT OF COOUTT 


Aa Kuar Dallnrad at tb* Maota* Him* 


School Cosaa 


The' following"essay 'on "The Pioneer 


.Women of Racine County" was delivered 
by Miss. Zeltic Sieb, »alutatari«n a£the 
Racine High school commencement' ex- 
ercises Thursday evening: 


The conditions of pioneer life have a 


marked effect upon the character of men, 
and women. It develops their ingenui- 
ty, sturdiness and independence of char- 
acter. 


The history of the pioneer women of 


Racine county is not written in books, 
but it is written in the hearts and lives 
of their descendants. 
The home was 


the center of woman's life, and from it 
her 
influence radiated. The mother 


made the home and she was known in 
the church for her devotion. 


The homes which these women came to 


rule over in the earliest days were rude 
log cabins about fourteen feet' square, 
surrounded by acres of well Brooded land. 
They were roofed with bark or clap- 
boards, they were eome times floorless. 
In place of window: glasf, 
oiled paper 


was used. In regard to the furniture of 
such a cabin, it varied in proportion to 
the woman's inventive skill. She made 
blankets and quilts serve as partitions, 
and these not infrequently did duty in 
guarding the 'entrance.. Spinning wheels 
and looms held important places in 
many homes.- Tables were improvised 
by placing several boards on two bar- 
rels. In the very early days we are told 
of instances where the door would be 
taken from its hinges and used at meal' 
times as a table, after which it would be 
rehung. As' chairs, three legged stools 
were often used; in many instances the 
woman made comfortable chairs of bar- 
rels, while hides, fastened with thongs, 
made a luxurious seat.' The patient 
mother rocked her child' in a cradle made 
of a huge piece of bark. In some homes, 
mingled with this rude furniture were 
beautifully 
carved mahogany tables, 


quaint chairs and andirons, which the 
settlers brought with them from their 
former homes and which have been hand- 
ed down to us as relics of colonial times. 
In the earliest pioneer ^ays, the houses 
were usually heated by fireplaces. 


In^the absence of bakeries, all the bak- 


ing was done in the home. Th^or large 
Dutch oven were used, and sometimes 
the baking was done in a skillet or a 
large iron spider, coals being then placed 
on the top as well as the bottom.' I 
heard a woman ray she wished that she 
could again taste the delicious corn 
bread baked in a skillet. In spite of 
the inconveniences, we have abundant 
proof that the pioneer women were good 
cooks. , 


Nature surely did her part for these 


early settlers, for she generously sup- 
plied them with gooseberries, wild plums, 
strawberries, 
huckleberries and 
wild 


crab apples. Berries and plums were 
preserved and apples and pumpkins were

Very soon after the settlers arrived, 


flocks of sheep were brought, and then 
began the -manufacture of cloth. 
The 


wool was gathered and the women card- 
ed it and spun it,,.and tbe'y'wpve it into 
blankets and cloth.'. In "the early days 
most'of the wool in the country was 
worked up by the women. Nearly every 
woman and child could knit. The cob- 
bler came to the home, supplied the 
family's needs and then went on to an- 
other home, i When the tailor's services 
were demanded he also did the work in 
the home. 


The mother had to serve as nurse and 


doctor in these early days. The first 
year there was no catnip in Wisconsin 
to soothe the ailing child, the dandelion 
and other medicinal herbs were lacking, 
but the next year the shfiep brought the 
seeds of these plants in their wooly 
coats; then there was enough and to 
spare. • 


In addition to her -household duties 


the mother of these pioneer 'times often 
instructed her own children, _ but soon 
schools were built and then she was 
somewhat relieved of the duty. 


The hospitality of these early settlers 


is to be admired. As new settlers came 
they were welcomed by the earlier in- 
habitants and with them 
shared the 


eomfo'rts of their home. When a travel- 
er did not reach his journey's end by 
nightfall, he did not fear that ho would 
have to wander in the forest all night; 
for he knew a welcome awaited him in 
the first cabin. The records speak of 
Capt. Blake's capacious log house which 
was a landmark in the country. It was 
always open and the hospitality of the 
host-and hostess gave it the appropriate 
name 
of_ "our house." Capt. Trow- 


Jtn-idge was one of the first settlers of 
Dover. One of the pioneers tells us that 
his two story log house was a point in 
the traveler's journey, and he could 
scarcely remember a time in boyhood 
when "Capt. Trowbridge's place" was 
not a. familiar: expression. 


The church in these early days was.a 


place where woman's love, thought-and 
time were often centered. It took the 
place of the club and other societies of 
today. 
Aproof of woman's interest in 


the church ia shown In the :fact that of; 
the twenty-one charter members of the 
First Presbyterian; church, twelve were 
women. In the records ol this church 
we read of the same loyalty to duty and 
faithfulness of effort which characteriz- 
ed the woman in the home. 


It is nearly seventy years ago since 


the tsounty was settled. It took cour- 
age and grit for the women to leave 
their homes in the east and. come: into 
the forests and prairies of Racine coun- 
ty in. those days. We who live in the 
Racine of today, with its modern cbn-i 
veniences, it fine schools, good 'churches 
and comfortable "homes, owe a debt of 
gratitude to- the faithful arid devoted 
men, and women who settled this coun- 
ty-

This is a most excellent record, re- 


marks this paper, and will appeal strong- 
ly to the gratitude and pride of the av- 
erage American..

They flatly deny there -was 
no thorough investigation and .insist the 
work was thoroughly done and* the' re- 
sults plain to them that the delegates 
chosen at .the convention held'in the 
Fuller Opera house, John C. Sponer, Sen- 
ator Joseph V. Quorles, Hon. J. W. Bah- 
cock and Emil Baensch and their alter- 
nates, M. G. Jeffrie, E. Riordan, Richard 
Meyer and John M. Kellar were the reg- 
ularly chosen delegates to represent the 
Republican party as delegates at large 
in the national convention at Chicago.

The point may be raised that the. ap- 


pointees of an executive owe a certain 
allegiance to him and that it follows all 
such must perforce assist in any designs 
entertained to succeed 
to" additional

But it is ii wrong, any system that 


enables a state executive anywheres to 
contest tor renominations and in svich 
contest against, citizens to rise the great 
power of the state which is paid for by 
the tax payers.

and is unbalanced, for if in his right 
mind certainly no self respecting man 
would commit such dastardly crimes. 
But the only manner in which a valua- 
ble lesson can be conveyed to other citi- 
zens with, unbalanced minds is to most 
severely punish by long term imprison- 
ments in tlie penitentiary, where they 
may tone up their mental faculties and 
be restrained from committing similar 
offenses. The sentence of fifteen years 
and a thousand dollar fine, the fine which 
is'a^ mere nothing to a society man, 
should certainly stand. It' is an excel- 
lent tonic for diseased mental,conditions 
that prompt to rnin young girls.

Troubles of the Big Pompadour.—The

Garden Rockeries.—A rockery is a 


most picturesque feature on a lawn. It 
is necessary, however, that such a, dec- 
oration should be as natural in design 
as possible, the rocks and stones not 
Btiffly set, but placed together in an 
e°sy, graceful way. The rockery should 
stimulate nature's own work in some old 
forest. Its size should be consistent 
with the size of the garden. It should 
seldom be more than two or three feet 
high in the average home garden. There 
is no feature of a lawn that can be made 
more interesting than this rockery over- 
growth, as it should be, with nil varie- 
ties of tiny vines ana creepers; its crev- 
ice filled with rich earth and planted 
•with small garden plants. The fuchsia, 
which loves a cool, shady place, will 
blossom to perfection in tlie shadow of 
rock work. Blue lobelias, pnnsies, Kon- 
ilworth ivies, colic periwinkles, a clump 
of forget-me-nots and one or two soft 
colored geraniums are Suitable anrl at- 
tractive for rockeries. Sensitive plants 
are always an interesting addition, and 
•will grow well in some out of the wny 
corner beneath the shade of a stone. 


A rockery of wild flowers is also at- 


tractive if cultivated by a woman who 
not only has taste and skill in arange- 
ment, but who understands the peculiar 
conditions under which each variety 
grows in the forest- 
" ' 


The Best Dusters—Soft cloths make 


the best dusters. In dusting any piuce 
of furniture, begin at the top and dust 
down, wiping carefully with the cloth, 
which can be frequently shaken. Many 
people have no idea of what dusting is 
to accomplish, and instead of wiping off 
and removing the dust it is simply flirted 
off again into the air, and soon settles 
back again on the dusted articles. If 
carefully taken up on a cloth it can be 
shaken out of a window into the open 
air. It is much list work to cover up 
furniture while sweeping than to be ob- 
liged to clean the dust out .afterward. 
The blessing of plainness in decoration is 
appreciated by the thorough housekeeper 


who attends to her own dusting.

The Oregonians asked the Republicans 
of Oregon to roll up a plurality of 20,000 
to show eastern people that the Pacific 
coast had-confidence in the present na- 
tional administration, and would sup-' 
port it next November with their elec- 
toral 'vote. The returns last : Monday 
are not yet officially completed, but suf- 
ficiently so to show that the Republi- 
can plurality, will be. over 23,000!:; 
v . 
, The only state candidates voted for 
•were supreme court- judge and dairy com- 
missioners. tJudg&»Mpore was re-elected 
by; upwards of .24,000 plurality, and J. 
W. Bailey re-elected dairy commissioner 
l>yj almost the slime vote. In the'-First 
congressional district Binger Herman 
was. re-elected .=by -Over 1,000 plurality, 
and in -the Second distrist, J. N., Wil- 
liamson was re-elected by over 14.QOQ. V 
'Members of the Oregon legislature, 


circuit judgeSj-aistrict 'attorney's togeth- 
er -with county officers were also1 elBeted 
and the Democrats did not elect .enough 
of their candidates to make the fight at 
all interesting. People also voted on 
three constitutional amendments, viz.: 
1, a' direct primary election-law; 2, a 
local option law; 3,. to authorize the 
legislature .to fix the compensation of 
the state, printer. All three are adopted 
in the state. In Portland the Oregoii- 
ian aided the liquor men to get a major- 
ity:oi 1,631 against tho law,: while ..the 
direct .primary received 9,603 majority. 


In Portland the principal fight was on 


the local option law with tho leading 
Republican paper leading the whiskey 
forces and the Democratic daily leading 
the civic reform column. It was anoth- 
er ilustration of the historical fact that 
during the "last fifty years the Demo- 
crats have given the people more tem- 
perance legislation than the G. 0. P., 
while the Republican party have repealed 
or-emasculated much" that the Demo- 
crats have enacted." 


The city Republican bosses put candi- 


dates on their ticket :for one state sena- 
tor, for a district attorney, and for sher- 
iff that could act get tho full Republi- 
can vote. An independent Republican 
candidate was called out and elected 
over both the Republican and Democrat- 
ic candidates, while enough Republicans 
voted for the regular Democratic candi- 
date for sheriff and district attorney to 
elect them by substantial majorities.

several other old friends of the governor, 
were ttbsent: 


The governor made two speeches, one 


in the middle of the afternoon and the 
other just before 6 o'clock. 


"TOWN HALL" CAMPAIGN. 


The action of the national committee, 


he declared, had simply stimulated him 
for the fight, and he was ready to make 
a "town ball" campaign if necessary. He 
snored the party leaders who attended 
the national convention for their atti- 
tude toward President Boosevelt, and 
declared that they were under the bane- 
ful influence of corporate wealth. Those 
leaders, he said, represented "The old 
Hanna crowd," and were a menace to 
the Republican party.

tween wide limits. Tin? total solids of 
milk~may be as low as 10 or as high, 
as 18 parts In 100. The fat varies in: 
quantity more than any other part of( 
the milk, running as low as 2 parts In! 
100 and as high as 7. The larger the. 
proportion of, fat the richer the milk. \ 


Most of the. states and many cities 


have a legal standard for the composi- 
tion of milk, .and any falling below this 
standard is legally regarded as aduU 
terated, although it may be. In fact.; 
the pure natural product. The law* 
usually require 3 or 3% per cent of fat 
and:9'or 9J4 per cent of "solids not' 
fat." The "total solids" required thus- 
vary from 12 to 13 per cent, according 
to different laws, which means, of 
coursei that In every 100 pounds of 
milk there must be 12 or 13 pounds of, 
solid matter. These legal requirements 
are Justified by the fact that it is the' 
solid matter and not Die lyater wulch, 
gives value to milk.—Farmers' Bulle-
